“We must educate public senti- 
ment to obtain proper enforce- 
ment of prohibition,’’-Mrs. Mitch- 
ner said. ‘Public officials are hu- 
man beings and are responsive to ). 
public opinion. After 300 years of 
the saloon, perfect enforcement of 
prohibition cannot be expected in 
10 years. 

“We have 900 newspapers in 
Kansas, and not.one of them is 
even damp. When a Kansas Sher- 
iff recently killed a bootlegger in 
self-defense, our papers printed 
only a half column about it. 

“The Kansas Legislature in 1929 
appropriated $40,000 for the en- 
forcement of prohibition, and it 
was a gildt-edged*investment. The 
returns in fines alone amounted to 
$39,000. and there were quit? a 
few autoinobiles confiscated. How- 


ever, we still have sor.c bootleg- |}. 


gers. But we aren’t discourage. 

“The United States is now pass- 
ing through an experimental pe- 
riod, as Kansas had to ¢o with its 
state law in the beginning. There

blows from their long bamboo 
sticks, 

Meanwhile, the main body of 
about 2000 Indians was making for 
another salt pile and the police, 
accordingly, wheeled and charged 
it in turn. 

With wild cheers and cries of 
“Hail Our Motherland,” the vol- 
unteers milled about the salt heaps, 
trying to lasso the wooden ‘posts of 
the projecting wire fence in order 
to pull them from the ground. 


Raiders Refuse to Fight. 
They were frustrated also in this 


attempt, the police charging the 


yelling and struggling mass and 
repeatedly hitting the raiders. The 
volunteers did not fight back, car- 
rying out the instructions previous- 
ly given them by Mrs. Naidu. 

By this time all available 
stretchers had been used and im- 
provised ones’ were needed to car- 
ry away the injured. It was then 
that Mrs. Naidu, who had been 
looking on the struggle from a dis- 
tance, approached the salt heaps 


‘and was immediately arrested, to- 


gether with Gandhi's son, Manilal, 
who is the third of the Mahat- 
ma’s sons to be arrested. 

Within a short time all the raid- 
ers had been driven off, but about 
200 who still clung to the fences, 
although completely exhausted and 
bespattered with mud.

This was to have 
been the main purpose of the ses- 
sion. Agriculture has not been 
given justice and we refuse to ac- 
cept responsibility for an increased 
cost of living.’’ 

No Benefit for Saitand. 

In their statement the leaders of 
these four big organizations declare 
that “the co-operative organiza- 
tions had made a very careful 
analysis of the tariff rates as 
agreed upon in conference. 

“Any of the spectacular in- 
creases on agricultural, products 
will have absolutely no beneficial 
effect,” the statement continues.

‘WILL GRUNDYISM WIN? | 
Despite the widespread protests of people and press 
against the new tariff bill, it is by no means certain 
that Grundyism will lose. 

The action of the Senate in releasing its conferees 
from the obligation to stick for the debenture and the 
flexible clause bears out to a dégree what Senator 
Smoot said a week ago. He was aware then of the 
outcry against the bill in this and many other coun- 
tries. He knew that almost no newspaper was left 
to support it. He knew that there fe general alarm 


when the test comes enough Democratic and North- 
| western blican Senators who have enjoyed in- 
creased duties for their own states will break away 
from the coalition and make possible the passage of 
the bill. : 

The Senate votes of Monday show that the Uta 
Senator knows what he is talking about. The bill 
‘could have been killed on the spot had the Senate 
stood stanchly by its instructions to the conferees on 
the debenture and the flexible clause. Since the House 
conferees had refused to discuss either provision be- 
cause the Senate conferees were bound, refusal of the 
Senate to recede from that position would have 
brought the bill to an impasse. The action of the 
Senate must therefore be ascribed to a-desire to save 
the bill, The only reason some of the Democrats 
and some of the Western’ Republicans could have for 
saving the bill is to protect the increased duties 
gained for their own states. They were afraid to 
kill the bill because they feared the wrath of their 
interested constituents. 

Thus the lines of Grundyism remain unshaken. 
The farmers feel that they have been betrayed, and 
they are leading the protests against high protective 
rates on what they have to buy. The business men 
have thrown partisanship aside in declaring that the 
tariff bill will injure both our foreign and domestic 
trade and complicate the problem of unemployment. 
As the New York Times says: “Nothing like this 
ever .happened beforg.” 
What a remarkable spectacle it is! The Post- 
Dispatch has shown that only 6 per cent of the peo- 
ple would directly benefit by such a tariff, and more 
than half of our manufacturing industry would re- 
ceive no aid from it, and that out of more than 120,- 


stockholders could actually be said directly to gain 
by it. All the rest pay. 

“The bill ought to be killed,” says almost every news- 
paper in the United States. “It will destroy our for- 
eign trade,” says almost every business man, econ- 
omist and banker.

WOMEN DRIVERS. 

From a sense of gallantry, we are impelled to re 
port that the woman driver of automobiles is not 
quite all she is painted by the irate gentleman in the 
car just behind her. Statistics show that women driv- 
ers are involved in only 6 per cent of automobile ac- 
cidents. Since only one in every four drivers is a 
woman, she is entitled to figure in 25 accidents of 
every hundred. That she is one of the culprits in 
but six of every hundred shows that she drives, if 
not with more skill, then with more care than the 
average man. But the carping critics will say that 
inept, uncertain, confused women drivers cause many 
accidents that they do not figure in themselves, and

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SENATOR ALLEN’S MISDIRECTED SCHEME. 
The advertising scheme suggested by Senator Allen 
of Kansas to tht Advertising Federation of America 
to put prohibition over is an excellent scheme to put 
temperance over. The Senator said if the ravages of 
liquor on the human system and its general evil

Showing that excessive drinking is harmful to the 
excessive drinker does not justify the invasion of 
rights and liberties and the evils following in the 
wake of prohibition. It does not reconcile citizens to 
drastic prohibition laws which they regard as unjust, 
unworkable and productive of lawless and corrupt 
conditions. 

Enormous publicity has been given to arguments 
for prohibition, mostly directed to the very things 
that Senator Allen mentions. The arguménts have 
been mainly about the evils of intemperance. Intem- 
perance, however, has mot been checked by prohibi- 
tion. We agree with Senator Allen that if the money 
spent on getting drastic prohibition laws passed and 
enforced were used to convert the people to temper- 
ance the results would be better. If the good people 
now fighting to enforce total abstinence by law would: 
Mrop prohibition and devote their energies to pro- 
moting voluntary, temperance there would soon be 
marked progress in sobriety as well.as public order

HENRY FORD HITS THE NAIL. 

Henry Ford is quoted in an interview as denounc- 
ing the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill now pending in Con- 
gress. He says it will not stimulate industry, but 
slow it down; it will not diminish unemployment, but 
increase it. Mr. Ford wants to know who wants the 
high tariff bill. He says the business men do not 
want it, Congress doesn’t want it and Mr. Hoover 
doesn’t want it. He intimates, however, that certain 
men want it so they can turn the country into their 
own private preserve. He says the high tariff wall} 
tends to ruin industry by cuttfng off competition, 
which we need. It belongs, he declares, to a past era 
and will be the last of its kind. He sums up his ob- 
jections in the following pregnant sentence: 


Instead of building up barriers to hinder the 
free flow of world trade we should be seeking to 
tear existing barriers down. People cannot keep 


and unless international trade can go on, our 
business will stagnate here at home. 


Here is the unanswerable argument against the 
bill. Mr. Ford’s opinions are not always judicious, 
but he hits the nail on the head this time. He drove 
a nail into the coffin of trade barriers and deliy- 
ered a knockout on the solar plexus of Grundyism. 
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LITERATURE IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 

When it was discovered that our Presidents had 
been strugeffhg along all these 130 years with no 
books in the White House except whatever of their 
own the moving vans brought along, the Nation’s 
booksellers laid plans for a permanent library there. 
The list of 500 volumes is on the whole an inclusive 
and well rounded assortment, from many countries 
and ages—perhaps as good a group as any committee 
could choose for someone else. There is plenty of 
fiction—classical, conteniporary and detective—rang- 
ing from Zane Grey to Proust. Travelers from 
Hakluyt to Keyserling spin their tales of voyages. 
Biographies include Bok and Barnum, Henry Adams 
and Coolidge; in this category Al Smith finally gets 
into the White House. Poetry, drama, the arts, 
Politics, science and essiys are well represented. 
There is even a corner for boy and girl visitors. 

These books offer much good reading for the eve- 
nings of any American President, his family and his 
guests. But they reflect the current idea of the 
excessive solemnity of the executive position, for not 
&® volume of pure humor is in the lot. True, Mark 
Twain is present with “Tom Sawyer” and “Huckle- 
berry Finn,” but the rollicking “Innocents Abroad” 
is absent. Lardner’s “Round Up” is there, but most 
of those stories are more biting satire than humor. 
There may be many an occasion when a wearied 
President will wish for a funny man to keep him 
going, when a dauntless sleuth won't de. A dip into 
Bill Nye’s “Comic History of the United States” 
may be better for him then than a turn with Fiske. 
In a field where America leads, such an omission 
is regrettable. The roM is endless: Artemus Ward, 
Josh Billings, “Mr. Dooley,” George Ade, Montague 
Glass, “Abe Martin,” Robert Benchley, Corey Ford 
and so on. Lincoln found humor a refuge in storm 
and stress. Roosevelt was never too busy to 
browse on Artemus Ward. Mr. Hoover and ‘his suc- 
cessors will find it the same. We trust the donors 
will add a few books to the list. 
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Before refusing to answer & Senate committee's

CORRESPONDENT from - Franklin 
A county writes as follows: 
“What are you afraid of? Do you 


think that if you don’t get reapportionment 
we are going to make your income taxes 
pay all the bills of the State of Illinois? 
Well, even if we did you’d hardly know the 
difference. Remember that the State Gov- 
ernment takes only 7 per cent of the prop- 
erty taxes — real and personal, both — col- 
leeted in the State. You can see from that 


that if we did our worst it wouldn’t amount 


to a hill of beans.” 

And a correspondent from Chicago writes: 

“I agree that we should have a reappor- 
tionment, but why can't it wait until after 
the tax amendment has been passed? The 
greater need, it seems to me, is for the tax 
amendment, which would lift some of the 
burden off owners of real estate. While 
real estate values are being deflated all 
around us, real estate is bearing the major 
burden of the costs of government. We own- 
ers must have relief in a hurry, or we will 
be foreclosed."

The gentleman from Franklin County is 
dealing in half-truths. It is true that the 
State’s share of the general property tax is* 
only 7 per cent of the total property tax 
collection, but the property tax is only one 
of numerous sources of taxation which en- 
rich the State Treasury. There are also the 
taxes on corporations, on inheritances, on 
gasoline and on motor cars, to mention 
only the more important items. The prop- 
erty tax brought to the State Treasury in 
the. last typical year, 1927, $34,400,000, 
which was only 40 per cent of the total 
reVenue of the State of nearly $86,000,000. 

The reason that as little as 7 per cent of 


. the property tax revenue goes to the State 


Government is that downstate has-to pay 
» sizable share of that amount, though 
downstate’s share is not proportionate to its 
population. In the absencé of the new cen- 
sus figures reliance must be had upon the 
estimates for 1928 of the Census Bureau, 
which show Chicago with 42 per cent of the 
total population of Hlinois. Chicago's share 
of the general property tax contribution to 
the State's revenues is 54 per cent.

LONDON, May 21. ke Y. Alex:

sels of the 1929 naval program. 
These will include the three sub- 
marines upon which work had 
been held up pending outcome of 
the naval conference.

benefit assessment bills in condem-

City officials have been negotiat- 
ing with bankers on this subject 
for some time.. Members . of the 
board are unwilling to discuss the 
character of the proposais before 
Friday, since they partake of the 
nature of bids. 

However, it is understood the 
banks are willing to discount the 
benefit bills at 95 cents on the dol- 


lar. This would vrovide the city} 


with cash with which to pay the 
damages for property taken in the 
condemnation. The banks would 
not take the bills until final judg- 
ment had beén entered in each con- 
demnation suit, with all exceptions 
to the awards disposed of. 
Revolving Fund Tied Up. 
The city has had difficulty in 


‘| financing the payment of damages, 


although in most cases the benefits 
exceed the damages. It capnot take 
properly over until damages are 
paid but it.cannot effect quick col- 


lection of the benefit bills in they 


benefited district. A $2,000,000 re- 
volving fund to meet this need wus 
provided from bond money, but this 
is tied up at present in the Olive 
street widening and several smal 
cases. 


Several important improvements | 


are delayed because the city can- 
not pay the damages now. Several 
other notable developments are 
approaching fthe stage of final 
judgment. City Hall figures that 
benefit bills on the outstanding 
improvements in which it would be 
desirable to discount them to get 
money quickly, amount to about 
$12,000,000. 

The old practice has been for 
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the city to pay damages as soon as 
it could in a condemnation case 
and to issue benefit bills, which 
constitute liens on benefited prop- 
erty. The bills carry interest at 6 
per cent for the first five years 
and 8 per cent thereafter. Many 
property owners have followed the 
custom of neglecting payment of 
principal and interest until they 
sell their holdings, when it becomes 
necessary to pay the bills. 

If the banks discount the bDilis, 
they would receive the interest, 
where they did not obtain ea ly 
payment of the bills. The city, in 
discounting benefits, would sacri- 
fice the difference between face 
value and the amount offered by 


the banks, but it would be enabled/

UT, if Mary Pickford, as told yesterday, found her way to D, W. 
Griffith, what about Griffith himself, the “Old Master” of the 
films who got into the game when it was a hit and miss affair 
and who did more than any one man to develop an almost disreput- 
able industry into a tremendous art? 

Griffith, whose remarkable career is once more to be brought 
to light by his new picture, “Abraham Lincoln,” was born in La 
His father was Colonel Jacob Wark Grif- 
fith, known as “Roaring Jake’ because of the volume of his voice 
which was such that his Confederate troops could hear his com- 
mands for a distance of half a mile or more. 

Schooling as well as lighting facilities were pretty well dis- 
rupted in Kentucky when he was a boy, so young Griffith gained 
most of his early education from his sister, Mattie. 
the long candle-lit hours, he got much of the romantic and poetic 
strain which was later to make him famous. 

In his teens Griffith wrapped newspapers for a living, and final- 
ly went with a letter of intro¢@uction to Henry Watterson, the **Marse 
Henry” of newspaper fame in Louisville. 
at once reporter and dramatic critic, and it was while covering the 
none too brilliant performance of a local stock company that Grif- 
fith first determined on the stage as a career, 
managed to work himself into the cast of a traveling theatrical 
troupe and left town a full-fledged actor.

It was not so long after 
this that “The Birth of a Nation,” costing the stupendous sum of 
nearly $100,000, astonished the world, Incidentally, that picture 
alone put the new industry almost on a par with the legitimate the- 
ater, and for the first time people paid to see a $2 picture. 

His artistic career reached its apex with the making of “Intol- 
erance,” pretty generally acclaimed the most gigantic film spectacle 
ever made. Not as artistic perhaps, but more popular with the movie 
fans, were “Broken Blossoms,” “Way Down East” and the host of 
other films starring Lillian Gish.
